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Strawberry Culture 


Soil—Strawberries will grow on most all kinds of soil if springy and moist, as they require 
a great deal of moisture especially at fruiting time, but well drained so water will not stand. 
They are grown in nearly all climates, being grown with success as far south as Florida and 
as far north as Alaska and on the light sandy types as well as on the heavier soils, altho, 
like most other crops they will produce larger crops if planted in fertile well drained fields that 
are full of humus and that will retain moisture, in fact, any kind of land that will make good 
crops of corn or potatoes will make a good crop of berries. Strawberries should follow some 
truck crop that has been heavily manured, if possible, as this seems to put the plant food in 
just the right condition for them to use and also will be less weed seeds, or after cow peas. 
If neither of these are available, rye can be sown in the early fall and plowed under in the 
early spring; this will supply plant food, add humus and help retain moisture. After the field 
has been selected it should be plowed in early spring and if barnyard manure is to be used 
would advise broadcasting it at this time, and either with or without manure should be thor- 
oughly prepared by discing then harrowing or draging until the field is level so as to have a 
nice soft even planting bed. Strawberries should not be planted on an old sod, as this is 
likely to be infested with grubs; such land should receive at least one cultivated crop before 
planting to strawberries. 


Care of Plants When Received—If for any reason you are not quite ready to set plants 
when received they can be kept a week or two by unpacking them, carefully separating each 
variety, untieing bundles and heeling in V-shaped trenches; dampen the roots but not the tops, 
firm soil around them with foot and shade from sun. 

Planting—In the northern states strawberry plants should be set as early in the spring as 
the ground can be prepared as plants set at this time, before the sun gets hot, will have plenty 
of moisture, something every plant must have to live—insuring a good stand, if properly set, 
and will do much better than when set late. In the south plants may be set any time from 
Nov. Ist to April 1st. When setting piants care should be taken not to let the roots be ex- 
posed to the wind and sun. The roots should be kept damp and set in moist soil and the soil 
should be firmly pressed around the plant so it will not dry out and not set too deep so that 
the buds will be covered nor too shallow so that any part of the root will show. The rows 
should be about 3)4 to 4 feet apart for the matted row system and the plants set 13 to 20 in- 
ches apart in the row, according to variety. Prolific plant makers like Missionary, Blakemore 
and Duniap can be set further apart than varieties that make larger but fewer plants like 
Chesapeake, Lupton and Mastodon. After the beds are 12 to 15 inches wide or as wide as 
wanted the runners should be kept cut off. Wider beds than this would be satisfactory pro- 
vided the plants are trained in the row so they will not be too thick or over-crowded in the 
row but each plant spaced an inch or two apart. 


Mating Varieties—All pistillate or imperfect varieties I list are marked (Imp) and in 
planting one or two good perfect varieties marked (Per) of same season should be planted 
every third or fourth row to make them fruit. Some growers plant the varieties in same row, 
using about one-fourth of the perfect varieties. It is probably better to plant more than one 
variety in a field because of the beneficial effect of cross pollenization. 


Fertilizing—To get plants started early a light application of fertilizer, if barnyard manure 
is not available which is best applied as above, should be made before planting, but I desire 
to warn my customers against the too heavy application of commercial fertilizer to young 
strawberry plants, as many plants have been injured and often killed outright, but 400 or 500 lbs. 
of a mixture composed of 1500 Ibs. dissolved bone and 800 lbs. acid phosphate would not in- 
jure them if put in the drill or row provided it is well scattered and thoroughly mixed with 
the soil but would advise putting it in about 10 days before plants are set. An application of 
5-8-5 or 7-6-5 in late fall or early spring will make a heavier, better crop of fruit. 


Cultivation—Cultivation should begin as scon as possible after plants are set and should 
continue once a week or ten days, if land is in suitable condition through the summer and early 
fall to keep free from weeds and help retain moisture. Hoe as often as necessary to keep down 
weeds, but shallow, so as not to disturb the roots. When hoeing the first time be sure to un- 
cover the buds of all plants that have been planted too deep. If this is not done they will not 
amount to very much. The first young plants should be encouraged to take root as this will 
enable them to get started earlier and make better beds and should be trained in the row so 
they will not be overcrowded, especially the varieties that make a great many plants. 


Removing the Blossoms—This is very important if you wish success with your plants for 
if the plants are allowed to produce fruit they are greatly weakened, using the greater part of 
their vitality, therefore all blossoms should be removed the first year. On everbearing varie- 
ties all blossoms should be removed until about the middle of July, or until they get started 
good, when they can be allowed to fruit.

DORSETT 


BIG BERRIES—BIG CROPS—BIG PRICES

Was originated by the U. S. Department of Agriculture (U.S.D.A. No. 
DORSETT 633) and is a cross of Premier (Howard 17) X Royal Sovereign made 
in 1923 and was among the selections of this cross made in 1925 and like Fairfax showed such 
outstanding characteristics that it was introduced by the Department in 1933. 


Like Fairfax one of its outstanding characteristics is the flavor of the fruit, the flavor of 
both Fairfax and Dorsett is distinct from other varieties altho Fairfax is generally conceded 
to be the best flavored of the two; but Dorsett with the possible exception of Fairfax has the 
finest dessert flavor of any variety introduced so far but aside from its quality its other good 
points will, I believe, make it become one of the leaders if not “the leading” variety. 


When I saw these varieties fruiting last spring the thing that pleased me most, that is 
aside from the quality and size of the fruit. was the beautiful appearance of the Dorsett. The 
light color of the fruit with their bright green cap which is just large enough to add a touch of 
beauty, their large size and attractive shape make a beautiful appearance in the package—a 
combination that should attract many buyers and when tested the flavor wiil make them buy 
again and again. 


In plant growth Dorsett is a vigorous grower making a heavy matted row,. The healthy 
vigorous dark green foliage, which is just a little darker than Fairfax with slightly smaller leaves. 
like Fairfax seems to radiate vigor and they maintain this healthy condition clear thru to the 
fae of the fruiting season which is one reason why they can mature such an immense crop of 
ruit. 


The berries are large in size being exceeded only by Fairfax and hold up well in size for 
so heavy a producer, are usually conic in shape and altho the first berries to ripen are some- 
what irregular, are of uniform appearance. ‘The fruit is borne on long fruit stems and held up 
well from the ground and altho they bloom early little frost damage has been noted. The 
berries are bright red in color, lighter than Fairfax especially late in the season and hold their 
light color about as well as Blakemore making them have that fresh just picked appearance, 
and while not so firm as Fairfax are firmer than Premier and will stand shipping better. The 
season of ripening is as early or earlier than Premier but a much larger early crop is pro- 
duced. Growers think this over as you know the first berries bring the highest prices. 


I believe from what I have seen of Dorsett it is destined to become at least one of the 
leading commercial varieties as it has all the points of excellence to make it become a leader. 
Of course it may not take the place of Blakemore and Missionary as a long distance shipper 
but for local markets and moderate shipping distances as has been done with Premier will give 
even that variety a close race for first place. Don't fail to plant some this year so you can 
get a start now with this coming leading early variety. 


MISSIONARY A standard early variety that is very popular in the southern 


states, and especially in Florida where it is practically the only 
variety grown for shipment to the northern markets; also extensively grown in Maryland and 
Delaware. Berries are medium to large size, dark red in color with large green caps, making 
them very attractive in appearance and always sells for good prices. A good shipper and 
keepex and a favorite with the cold pack or juice men. I always ship a large quantity of Mis- 
sionary plants every year and this year I have a good supply of 100 per cent. true-to-name 
Missionary and can take care of your orders.

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FAIRFAX 
THE QUALITY STRAWBERRY

FAIRFAX Was originated by the U. S. Department of Agriculture (U.S.D.A. No. 

613) and is probably a cross of Royal Sovereign X Howard 17 (Premier) 
made in 1923 and is a selection of these seedlings in 1925 and showed such outstanding char- 
acteristics that it was introduced by the Department in spring 1933. 

I saw Fairfax and Dorsett fruiting in a trial plot in spring 1933 and altho they had been 
picked four (4) times the vines were full of fruit and the berries then would average larger 
than Premier at the beginning of the season. ‘There were not just a few large berries and the 
rest small but they run large to the end of the season. The Department's circular states that 
unde: favorable conditions that both the early and later ripening berries of Fairfax become very 
large. But the thing that impressed me most was the flavor; both Fairfax and Dorsett are out- 
standing in this respect being different from other strawberries and conceded by almost every- 
one that has eaten them to be better flavord than the best we have had heretofore. I ate first 
one then the other and finally decided that Fairfax was the better flavored of the two but some 
think Dorsett the best flavored but, anyway, you can close your eyes and choose either one 
and know you have the best flavor in the strawberry line. 

The plants of Fairfax are vigorous growers and while will not make quite as many plants 
as Dorsett generally produces more runners than Premier and the healthful dark green foliage 
seems to radiate vigor and like Premier, Blakemore and Bellmar they remain healthy clear thru 
to the end of the fruiting season. They are very productive, the vines being loaded with fruit 
that ripens about same season as Premier, and the berries as stated above are very large in 
size and under favorable conditions remain large to the end of the season and will probably 
average larger than Dorsett. The berries are conical in shape and very regular being most 
uniform of any variety. The color is a bright red when first picked but soon turns dark and 
then very dark red. his is the only drawback Fairfax seems to have to keep it from be- 
coming the leading variety, this tendency to ttrn dark but the berries however maintain their 
firmness and flavor even after they turn very dark red; in fact Fairfax is one of our firmest 
varieties and will stand shipping long disances as well or better than Blakemore, Chesapeake, 
Bellmar, Gandy or Lupton. The Department’s circular states that Fairfax is much firmer 
than the present commercial varieties grown in the east. 

If you have a market where size, quality and firmness pays a premium and where color 
is no objection you need co no farther, Fairfax will fill these to a “I”’ and will bring lots of re- 
peat orders. All in all I believe Fairfax should be tested in every home and commercial 


planting. Be sure to try it this year as I know you will be more than satisfied with the 
guality. 


BELLMAR Was originated by the U. S. Department of Agriculture, being se- 

lected from more than 55,000 seedlings and like Blakemore is a 
scientific cross of Premier (Howard 17) and Missionary and is recommended for trial where 
Premier is adapted for general market which is just about everywhere. 

Bellmar as compared with Premier is a more vigorous grower and produces more runners 
making a fruiting bed on poor soil and on good ground will probably need thinning. ‘The 
season of ripening is about same as Premier and the berries resemble Premier and on good 
ground are as large, firmer and of better quality. The large handsome green cap gives the 
berries a striking appearance and the cap or hull parts easily from the berry making them easy 
to prepare for eating or cooking. ‘The fruit if kept well picked up is of a bright red color but 
soon turns dark, having the appearance of being over-ripe but still remains firm and solid for 
several days and will arrive in distant markets in good shape, being almost as good a shipper 
as Blakemore and is equally good for home use or local market. The foliage of Bellmar is 
of the healthiest and like Blakemore and Premier remains healthy until the fruiting season is 
entirely over. Bellmar, were it not for its tendency to turn dark, would soon become one of 
the leading varieties; but even so I believe it has a place to fill and will be widely grown when 
better known especially where berries have to be shipped long distances and would advise giving 
it a thorough trial as with its health and vitality may produce some surprising results.

BLAKEMORE This valuable new early shipping variety was introduced by the 


U. S. Department of Agriculture in 1930 and has been thorough- 
ly tested in nearly all parts of the country and like Premier seems to readily adapt itself to 
conditions where planted, except in the north.. Biakemore is a cross between Premier and 
Missionary and takes its fruiting qualities after Premier producing a big crop of fruit, that, 
while the berries are not quite as large as Premier are very much firmer and will stand shipping 
to distant markets and arrive in the best of condition, in fact it is one of our best shipping varie- 
ties. Blakemore ripens early, bearing large crops of medium to large size berries and the fruit 
is so firm that if picking is neglected for a day or two on account of weather or shortage of 
help there will be very little loss due to over-ripening.. The berries are very beautiful, being 
bright red in color which extends clear thru 
to the center, with a bright green cap and 
show up well in the package and what 
makes it especially valuable is the fact that 
it maintains its bright red color after being 
shipped and will arrive in market fresh and 
bright. The berries hold up well in size 
if the plants are kept thinned. The plants 
are medium in size but are vigorous grow- 
ers and probably make more plants than any 
other variety and for this reason the plants 
can be set further apart in the row and 
even then they may make too thick a bed 
so when the bed is as wide as wanted the 
runners should be kept cut off. Blakemore 
has done well as far north as southern 
Pennsylvania and New Jersey but north of 
this it does not seem to do so well and 
would advise testing it out before planting 
heavy to it; but south of this it is an ideal 
shipping variety, many growers in this sec- 
tion say it is better than Premier. I dis- 
continued Klondyke because I believe Blake-~ 
more to be a better variety and if your mar- 
ket is at a distance would advise planting 
some of them as | believe you will find it a

Not recommended for the home garden, but a fancy late variety for long- 
distance shipping. 


Everbearing Varieties 


Everbearing strawberries should be planted in the garden of every family in America that 
likes strawberries (and who does not like them) so they can have nice luscious strawberries 
during the late summer and all fall for they will begin fruiting in about 90 days after setting 
and keep it up until freezing weather. Just think of having delicious strawberry shortcake 
any time you want it or having them prepared the way you like best. This is easily possible 
and takes very little room for them for each plant will produce, if conditions are favorable 
about one quart of fruit during their long fruiting season. There is no secret to it and you can 
have them with very little expense. Just procure some good everbearing plants and set this 
spring like you would do the spring bearing varieties, unless planted by the hill system, give 
good cultivation and keep blossoms removed until about July Ist or until plants get started 
good when you can let them ripen fruit; if you have never planted them try some this year 
and I am sure you will be surprised and delighted with the results. and if you plant Mastodon 
you will also have a big crop of fruit next spring. Many growers make enough and more 
than enough to pay the expenses of growing them, from the sale of fruit in the fall and still 
have their spring crop which is practically all net profit. 

In planting everbearing I would suggest using the hill system, unless a heavy spring crop 
is wanted, that is setting the plants closer together and keeping all or most all of the runners 
pinched off as the plants will then make larger crowns and bear more fruit in the fall than if 
allowed to make runners. A good plan is to allow each plant to put out two runners, one on 
each side of the plant, and each runner to make one plant and each plant spaced equal distance 
apart, which if the plants were set 15 inches apart would make a plant every 5 inches down 
the row. If a heavy spring crop is wanted would use the matted row system spacing the 
plants when hoeing so they will not be too close together. For illustration and description 
of Mastodon, the supreme everbearer and Champion a good home garden everbearing variety 
see last page of cover.
